Last week’s $100,000 appropri- 
ation finally provided the green 
light for restoration work to 
begin. 

“With these funds, we'll be 
able to move ahead with plans 
to have professionals and the 
Shawsheen Tech High School 
students work on refurbishing 
the historic home,” said Harris. 
“What could be better than hav- 
ing an educational partnership 
which will teach our students 
how things were built three cen: 
turies ago, and also teach them 
how to restore and preserve his- 
toric property? What an oppor- 
tunity for them to be able to 
work on it and restore it for 
another 300 years!” 

The Town will be putting 
together an RFP in the upcom- 
ing weeks and the goal is to 
begin work on the Butters farm- 
house by the end of the sum- 
mer. The Historical 
Commission's goal is to pre- 
serve the building and have a

In other budget line items, 
Miceli was also able to secure 
$800,000 for a dialysis center at 
Tewksbury Hospital, and 
$83,000 for a summer camp in 
Tewksbury for special needs 
children. He was also success- 
ful in getting funding for the 
continuation of the cancer 
study in Wilmington to examine 
the incidences of childhood 
cancer within the community.

‘a's father, Aldo, was a 
State President and a for- 
mer National President of the 
Sons of Italy, and a recipient of 
the Star of Solidarity of the 
highest order. His Mother, 
Loretta, was one of three 
founders of the Wilmington 
Lodge. Caira followed proudly 
in the footsteps of both of his 
parents as he held many rele- 
vant local and national offices 
within the Sons of Italy:

Caira graduated from 
Wilmington High School and 
Boston State College.

On Friday, June 13 Caira was 
honored again, this time by the 
Wilmington Sons of Italy, at a 
dinner reception for 200 guests 
at Casa di Fiore. The Consul 
requires a ceremony at the 
Consulate on Italian National 
Day and then a reception to be 
held in the honorees hometown 
with their friends and family 
and the local Lodge. 


Caira was awed by the power 
of the presentations at both cer: 
emonies. He said the rooms 
were so quiet you could hear a 
pin drop and that the Consul 
attended both ceremonies and 
explained in depth the tradition 
of the Stars of Solidarity, which 
have roots dating back to World 
War I when the Italian govern:

with a key to the Town. Caira 
credited his sister, Michele 
Nortonen, as instrumental in 
bringing the whole evening

Caira described the award as 
a total surprise and said it was 
quite an honor. 

“The award is not an individ- 
ual award...I never would have 
received it if it weren’t for the

Dear Editor, 

[recently visited my daughter 
and her family in Tewksbury 
and was appalled when I was 
sitting outside one evening and 
observed a very foul odor that 
nearly cut my airway. When I 
questioned what this was I was 
told it was from a local pig 
farm and you could smell it 
when the wind blows just right. 
It is located within one mile of 
a residential community, which 
has the pleasure of receiving 
this odor 24/7. I was also 
informed there are 900, plus or 
minus, pigs living in cramped 
quarters and fed cast off 
restaurant food. The pigs’ 
excrement drops down through 
the aerated floor to the ground 
below and is trucked away to an 
unknown dumping ground, one 
of which is an adjacent field. 
But worse than the odor, the 
sanitation must be astronomi- 
cal to meet federal regulations. 

I was a health officer once in 
a small town and was called on 
several occasions to investigate 
the foul odors emitted from 
local properties, I had to ques- 
tion whether these situations 
consisted of animal or human 
wa was it near any kind of 
waterway, what were the gener- 
al conditions? Was the 
Attorney General's office and 
fish and game departments 
called, were local, state and 
federal laws met? Lastly, and 
of major concern, were proper 
permits signed dnd sealed by 
the town and/or state?

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Whether I’m in Washington, 
DC, or at home in 
Massachusetts, I hear about 
and see the challenges that we 
are all facing as a result of the 
skyrocketing cost of gas every 
single day. This should not be 
an issue used to score political 
points - we need solutions. For 
some, high gas prices mean 
postponing a planned vacation 
or changing the way they com- 
mute to work. For many others, 
it means making unacceptable 
decisions between paying for 

having to forgo basic 
ities such as food or 


The escalation of gas prices 
also threatens our national 
security as we continue to rely 
on many of the least politically 
stable regions of the world to 
supply our energy. 

We face a serious and lasting 
challenge: the world’s demand 
for energy will increase at a 
greater rate than what oil can 
supply. We must address cur- 
rent high prices, mitigate the 
costs that are inevitable as we 
transition to alternative energy 
sources, and provide a long 
term, comprehensive solution 
for American energy indepen- 


dence that relies upon 
America's ingenuity and 
resources. 


Some of the components of 

this comprehensive energy 
strategy can be found in our 
backyard. Local employers are 
developing alternative energy 
technologies reliant upon the 
nydrogen fuel cell or solar 
power. Fuel cell technology 
being advanced in the 
Merrimack Valley has the 
potential to power everything 
from home appliances to cars 
with far greater efficiency than 
traditional power sources, 
while simultaneously creating 
jobs. 


Other technologies. such as 
plug-in hybrid vehicles, which 
will soon be coming to the mar- 
ket, can help ease the pain at 
the pump. Due to the tremen- 
dous benefits these technolo- 
gies hold and how close they 
are to fruition, we should help 
these emerging industries 
bridge the final hurdles to 
being competitive so that their 
products can become broadly 
available. 

I was proud to cosponsor leg- 
islation passed by the House 
earlier this year that will great- 
ly expand tax incentives for 
renewable electricity, energy 
and fuel, as well as for plug-in 
hybrid vehicles. Unfortunately, 
the President has threatened to 
veto these commonsense mea- 
sures. Research and develop- 
ment incentives are critical to 
helping alternative technolo- 
gies grow and allowing the 
American consumer to access 
them. They should be made 
available immediately. 

It is also important that we 
advance measures that encour- 
age greater fuel efficacy and 
conservation. Last year, the 
Congress passed and the 
President signed into law the 
first increase in the miles per 
gallon standard for automo- 
biles in 32 years. While 
increased fuel efficiency stan- 
dards are a good start they 
won't help Americans at the 
pump for many years. 

In the short term there are 
several steps that should be 
taken to help families bear high 
fuel costs. The first involves 
curtailing excessive specula- 
tion on oil futures, which has 
increased the cost of oil by as 
much as $20 - $60 per barrel. 
Since 2003, this practice has 
increased 425 percent and pre- 
vents millions of barrels of oil 
from coming to market.

Congress recently approved 
legislation that was signed into 
law ,to temporarily suspend 
purchases for our Strategic 
Petroleum Reserve. Such a 
move will allow more than 
70,000 barrels of oil to remain 
on the world market each day, 
helping decrease the cost of 
gasoline by up to .25 cents per 
gallon. 

Urgent effort is also needed to 
construct effective safety nets 
for those who are truly put in 
danger by the high cost of fuel. 
Last week, I joined with the 
majority of my colleagues from 
the New England Delegation in 
requesting that Congress triple 
the amount of funding for the 
Low Income Home Energy 
Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP), a program which 
helps low-income families pay 
to heat their homes in winter. 
Eligibility for the LIHEAP pro- 
gram should also be expanded, 
as increasing numbers of fami- 
lies will need assistance this 
winter. 

One thing we should not do is 
assume that we can end our 
foreign oil dependence by sim- 
ply increasing domestic oil 
drilling. The President has 
recently proposed lifting the 
moratorium on oil drilling off 
our coasts, claiming that it will 
allow us to achieve energy inde- 
pendence. The unfortunate 
reality is that we can't drill our 
way to lower gas prices when 
we use a quarter of the world’s 
oil, but sit atop less than 2% of 
the world’s supply. 

Additionally, it would take 
more than a decade to bring oil 
in the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge and on our coasts to 
market, Even then it would not 
reduce the cost of gas by more 
than a few pennies according to 
Energy Information 
Administration at the

Summer is a time for both 


you and your dog to enjoy the - 


sunshine and outdoors. Along 
with the fun, however, the sea- 
son also presents situations 
that can endanger your furry 
friend. By educating yourself 
and taking some precautions 
you ean lessen the chance of 
injury or illness for your dog 
this summer 

Watch Out for the Dog Days 
of Summer 

“Don't leave pets in parked 
cars for any period of time. On 
a hot, summer day the temper- 
ature can skyrocket to 120'F in 
a matter of minutes. Parking in 
the shade or leaving the win- 
dows cracked does little to alle- 
viate this pressure cooker. 

*Pets are much less efficient 
at cooling themselves than peo- 
ple are. Remember dogs can't 
perspire and can only dispel 
heat by panting and through 
the pads of their feet, which 
are inadequate for cooling dur- 
ing hot days. Panting and 
drinking water helps cool 
them, but if they have only 
overheated air to breathe, dogs 
can suffer brain and organ 
damage after just 15 minutes. 
Don't think that because you'll 
be gone “just a minute,” your 
pet will be safe while you're 
gone. 

*The color of your dog's coat 
can make a difference when 
thinking about the damaging 
effect of the sun's ultraviolet 
rays. Lighter colored animals 
are more prone to sunburn and 
skin caricer than their darker 
colored companions, Dogs that 
spend a lot of time in the sun 
and have a light-colored coat 
or lacking the black pigment 
around the eyes, ears, and 
nose, can get sunburned. 
Protect your dog by (I) provid- 
ing easy access to cool shade 
at all times and (2) applying 
sunblock. depending on the dog 
and the location of sensitive 
skin. Note: Dogs are quite 
adept at licking topical lotions 
off, so speak to your veterinar- 
ian as to what would be appro- 
priate for your dog. 

*Dogs should always have 
access to cool shade and fresh 


cool water in the summer heat! 

Follow the Rules of the Road 

*Never leave a dog unteth- 
ered in the back of a pickup 
truck. Each year hundreds of 
dogs are thrown from the back 
of pickup trucks-many are seri- 
ously hurt or killed. If it is not 
possible to leave the dog at 
home, the safest way for it to 
travel is to bring your dog 
inside the car with you. If this 
option is not feasible, then 
secure your dog in a kennel fas- 
tened to the center of the beck 
of the pickup truck. 

*It is illegal to drive with a 
dog in the bed of a pickup in 
some cities, counties, and 
states. Be sure you check with 
your local animal control to 
find out what the ordinance is 
in your area. 

Waterproof ‘Your Dog 

*Many dogs love to swim and, 
as you know, any body of water 
will do-clean or dirty. In an 
effort to avoid ear mites, along 
with eye infections and having 
pesky clingy insects imbed 
themselves into your dog's fur, 
they should be rinsed off imme- 
diately following a dip in the 
lake, pond, or river. If your dog 
loves to jump into the pool, 
make sure he knows how to get 
out safely. If a dog falls into a 
river or lake, its instinct will 
tell it to turn around and try to 
get out from the point at which 
it fell in. This may work well in 
a lake or a river, but in a sub- 
urban swimming pool, the dog 
may drown if it adopts this 
instinctive action. Therefore, it 
is important to teach your dog 
where and how to get out of the 
pool regardless of where he 
went in. 

* Swimming is very tiring and 
fun for dogs. Frequently dogs 
will continue to swim even 
when they are extremely tired. 
Be watchful of when your dog 
is tiring and call him out of the 
water for rest. 

“Speaking of water fun, 
believe it or not, not all dogs 
like or know how to swim. If a 
dog does not know how to 
swim, but appears eager to 
give it a try, let him get used to 
it gradually. Never throw a ner- 


vous, inexperienced swimmer 
in the water. 

Beware of Dirt Diggers and 
Garden Munchers 

*As you work outside in your 
glorious garden or lawn, be 
sure to take an extra moment 
or two to protect your dog. The 
most commonly used lawn care 
products are fertilizers, herbi- 
cides, insecticides, and fungi- 
cides, Harmful exposure may 
occur due to inappropriate 
storage or failure to read pack- 
age instructions when using 
these products. 

*Dogs are especially good at 
finding poorly stored contain- 
ers, chewing them up, and 
drinking or eating the contents. 
Be sure you are especially vig- 
ilant when using insecticides, 
as these tend to have a higher 
degree of toxicity. 

*Fortunately for dogs-who 
often seem to enjoy eating 
grass and then vomiting - most 
grasses are nontoxic - even to 
dogs that vomit. Plus, most 
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es ohio of Energy.

With oil 
trading at more than ’$130 per 
barrel and oil companies set- 
ting record profits, there is lit- 
tle incentive for them to take on 
the financial risks of increased 

illi Our energy policy 
must include’ more solutions 
than simply drilling for a limit- 
ed supply of oil that will have a 
small impact on price for a 
short period of time. 

Our current and future 
demand for energy will 
increase at a greater rate than 
what fossil fuels can supply. 
We need a comprehensive solu- 
tion to overcome this challenge 
that includes a broad portfolio 
of energy options. 

The development of alterna- 
tive energy technologies, rely- 
ing on clean, renewable sources 
here in the United States and 
on American ingenuity, is the 
long term solution we need. 
Unlike increased dependence 
on oil, this strategy has the 
benefit of being sustainable, 
enhancing national security, 
and producing American jobs 
and growing the American 
economy.

The impact of hurricanes on inland locations 
Major inland flooding is possible 


FRAMINGHAM - Hurricanes 
or tropical cyclones are not 
merely cod events or wind 
events. Due to the fact that 
Massachusetts is a relatively 
small state, depending upon the 
storm's track, the entire 
Commonwealth could be 
severely impacted by a tropical 
stérm or hurricane. The 
destruction dealt by the devas- 
tating winds can result in 
destroyed buildings, downed 
trees and power outages. 


“The sometimes forgotten 
threat associated with hurri- 
canes, particularly in our 
inland communities is flood- 
ing,” stated Massachusetts 
Etnergency Management 
Agency Director Don Boyce. 
“The west side of the eye of a 
hipricane, as it moves north- 
w4rd along the Atlantic Coast, 
isthe ‘wet side’, as the storm's 
counterclockwise winds draw 
moisture from the ocean, 
potentially depositing torrential 
rains far inland.” 


Thtense rainfall is not directly 
rélated to the wind speed of 
trépical cyclones, In fact, some 
ofthe greatest rainfall amounts 
oecur from weaker storms that 
dijft slowly or stall over an 
area. A tropical storm can pro- 
dice more rainfall than a 
Category 5 hurricane. As all 
hurricanes weaken to tropical 
storms and move inland, the 
threat of torrential rains and 
high winds over large areas 
intensify the risks of flooding. 

Although weakened to a tropi- 
cai storm prior to its arrival in 
the Commonwealth, in 1999, 
most of Hurricane Floyd's 
impact was rain and flood relat- 
ed, causing severe damage as 
far west as the Berkshires. In 
fact, some of our most devas- 
tating flooding associated with 
these historic storms has 
curred in Central and 

tern Massachusetts, as up 

to 17” fell in association with 
the ‘Hurricane of 1938’ and 25” 
of rain fell over a 5-day period 
i’ August 1955 from ‘Connie & 
, which reached 
chusetts as Tropical 

rms. During that period, the 

of Westfield received 13.15” 

of rain in a single day. 


While storm surge is always a 
potential coastal threat associ 
ated with hurricanes, more peo- 
ple died from inland flooding 
over the past 30-plus years. 
Since the early 1970s, freshwa 
ter flooding has accqunted for 
more than half (59%) of U.S. 
tropical cyclone deaths. 


These floods are why 63% of 
U.S. tropical cyclone deaths 
during that period occurred in 
inland counties. 78% of children 
killed by tropical cyclones 
drowned in freshwater floods.

Tsongas calls for 
increased funding 
for low income 
heating assistance 


WASHINGTON, DC -  Con- 
gresswoman Niki Tsongas 
today joined with members of 
the New England 
Congressional Delegation at a 
press conference to call for 


increased funding for the Low 
Income Home Energy 
Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP), a program which 
helps low-income families pay 
their heating bills. Twenty 
members from the New 
England delegation made 
their views known in a letter 
to Speaker of the House 
Nancy Pelosi, urging the 
House of Representatives to 
triple the current amount of 
LIHEAP funding for the com- 
ing fiscal year and to expand 
the program's _ eligibility 
requirements, as increasing 
numbers of families will need 
assistance this winter, The 
members of the delegation 
stated that the increased 
funding is needed to ease the 
burden of rising heating costs 
and should be considered as 
part of an economic stimulus 
package. 

At the press conference 
‘Tsongas stated, "The dramat- 
ic escalation of oil prices is 
putting a tremendous strain 
on working families in our 
region and many don't how 
they will be able to afford to 
heat their homes in the win- 
ter. While the cold weather is 
several months off, the time 
for action is now. LIHEAP is 
critical to maintaining the 
health and well being of many 
low income families in our 
area. Without access to addi- 
tional LIHEAP funds, many 
households will be forced to 
make painful choices between 
heating their homes, and 
putting food on their tables or 
purchasing necessary pre- 
scription drugs. These are

an account was set up with the 
Cambridge Firefighters 
Federal Credit Union to accept 
donations for the troops affect- 
ed by the fire.

One M 
attempted to make a fire break 
with a piece of construction 
equipment but when the intense 
heat shattered the windshield 
he had to give up that idea. No 
one was badly hurt but all lost

Sophomore Matt Lawlor 
(Dracut, MA) and freshmen 
Patrick Devlin (Tewksbury, 
MA) and Vincent DePierro 
(Tewksbury, MA), each former 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
standouts, highlighted UMass 
Lowell's 2008-09 incoming class, 
Head Coach Ken Harring 
announced Monday. 

The c of 19 players - 
which includes 16 freshmen 
and three transfers - is the 
largest in Harring’s tenure as 
he enters his fifth season at 
UML. 

The River Hawks are fresh of 
a 26-24 season (18-12 in the 
Northeast-10 Conference, tied 
for fourth) which saw them go 
23-12 following a 3-12 start. 
UML advanced to the NE-10 
Tournament before suffering 
an early exit at the hands of 
Pace University. 

The River Hawks are expect- 
ed to return 20 veterans for 
next year, including seven 
starting positional players and 
eight pitchers (three starters, 
five relievers) 

“This class brings some 
depth, some athleticism, a lot 
of quality players who have 
been at the top of their 
leagues,” said Harring, who 
came to UML in 2004 following 
four seasons at Saint Anselm. 
“They all come from winning 
programs. With this class, I 
think we've addressed the 
feeds of what happened this 
past year with our offense. I 
think it will be an exciting ‘year. 
When it is all said and done, 
this is the best recruiting class 
T’'ve brought in my eight years 
as a head coach.” 

Also joining the River Hawks 
this fall are five former Cape 


Ann League all-stars in J.T. 
Leary (Newburyport, MA), 
Michael Sloban (Merrimac, 

MA), Cam Kneeland (Rowley, 
MA) as well as Vincent

teammates at Lynnfield H.S. 

DiCesare and Perriello are 
among three sets of high school 
teammates in the class, which 
also includes sophomore Steve 
Lambert (Milton, MA) and 
freshman Ryan Stoller (Milton, 
MA), former teammates and 
Bay State League all-stars at 
Milton H.S. Also on board are 
Bryant Guilmette (Hopkinton, 
MA) and Mark Sanborn 
(Hopkinton, MA), both Tri- 
Valley League all-stars at 
Hopkinton H.S. 

Also joining the River Hawks 
are Mid-Wachusett League 
standouts Chris Soldi (Clinton, 
MA), Andrew — Staszewski 
(Maynard, MA) and Matt 
Jacobs (Hudson, MA); Jack 
Leathersich (Beverly, MA), a 
Northeast.

A three-year starter, 
Devlin posted a 16-7 record and 
earned All-MVC honors as a 
junior and senior. DePierro

Wilmington resident Dave 
Reynolds first. remembers 
when he got hooked on 


triathlons, a race that involves 
swimming, biking and running, 
“I did my first triathlon in 
2003,” said Reynolds. “I had 
just finished graduate school 
and I figured I finally had some 
extra time to get back in shape. 
“I was talking to a friend 
about doing a triathlon and we 
decided to sign-up for the 
Boston triathlon, which was a 
sprint distance triathlon held 
on Labor Day weekend. My 
friend didn’t do the race, but I 
still went through with it 
“I wasn't sure how to train for 
it and I just started to do some 
running and swimming about a 
month out from the race date. 
I used my mountain bike for 
the ‘bike portion’ and my goal 
was to finish and have fun. I 
had a blast and was hooked on 
the sport going forward.” 
Reynolds, a Nashua Senior 
High School graduate; is one of 
275 active members involved in 
TriFury, the largest triathlon 
club in all of New England. The 
club is dedicated to support 
amateur triathletes from the 
first timer to the experienced 
age group competitor. There 
are several members in the 
club. who have even qualified 
and raced for the National and 
World Championships. 
Reynolds said being part of 
the triathlon club takes several 
days of training per week 
typically train three to four 
days a week,” said Reynolds. 
“It's a bit easier (to train) in 
the summer with more daylight 
hours and not having as many 
kid's sports activities. I've been 
going to the gym three times a 


week and I usually do about 30 
minutes of cardio and another 
30 minutes of strength training 

“A lot of triathletes stay away 
from the weights, but I’ve been 
sticking with them this year 
because I feel it minimizes my 
injuries. I just started to swim 
again (once a week) and will 
go to the YMCA and will meet 
up with some people from 
Trifury at Silver Lake. 

“I also try to bike once a 
week. One thing I need to do is 
run, which is my least favorite 
part of triathlons.” 

The next competition 
Reynolds is gearing up for is 
the Timberman Sprint in 
August 

He finished in the top 30 per- 
cent of the entrants last year, 
but he has finished in the top 20 
percent in previous years 

“I would like to do better than 
I did last .year (at the 
Timberman Sprint), but my 
main goal is to stay injury free, 


finish and have fun,” said 
Reynolds 
When competing in the 


triathlons, each competitor has 
a transition area where they 
keep their bike, shoes, helmet 
and swimming gear. The tran- 
sition area is usually only a few 
minutes away from the swim 
which is the first part of the 
triathlon. 
After the swim the competi- 
tors run back to the transition 
area and get onto their bikes, 
and the bike ride is an out and 
back course. Once the competi- 
tors complete their bike ride, 
they come back to the tra 
tion area and change into their 
running gear for the last part 
of the race, 

Reynolds, who went to UNH 
for a year before moving to San 
Diego, CA, took one and a half 


years off before going back and 
graduation from San Diego 
State University. After he grad- 
uated he came back to the east 
to work. 

He said he enjoys everything 
that comes with the triathlon 

“The triathlon is something 
that drives me to stay in 
shape,” said Reynolds. “Plus, 
it’s good cross training. | like 
that I'm not just running or 
doing one activity all the time. 
I've also met some great people 
along the way. 

“I think the best part for me is 
the atmosphere and cama- 
raderie, Everyone is in a great 
mood and very supportive of 
one another. There are a few of 
the serious athletes out there 
that will swim right over you. 
but that is few and far 
between.” 

Although it’s difficult for 
Reynolds to complain about the 
triathlon, he does admit that he 
is not a fan of hot weather. 

“I guess the worst part for me 
is the rei hot days,” said 
Reynolds. n though the 
races start early, I can some. 
times be out on the run when it 
really gets hot and be thinking 
what the heck am I doing this 
for? But it’s still worth it in the 
end.” 

TriFury members range in 
age from the teens though the 
late 60s and TriFury is current 
ly making efforts to broaden 
the age span. For its members 
TriFury is sponsoring a mini 
triathlon (400-yard swim, nine 
and a half mile bike ride, and 
two-mile run) throughout this 
summer in Tyngsboro, and it is 
mainly for beginners.

“The exact wording of the 
language regarding the com- 
mittee is as follows: 

“2.2.8 Policy Establishing 
a Reading Trails Committee 
(RTC) 

“Based on the recommen- 
dation of the Northern Area 
Greenway Committee, there 
is hereby established a five 
(5) member Reading Trail 
Committee (RTC) which will 
assume the responsibilities of 
planning, developing, and 
maintaining present and 
future trails in the Town of 
Reading. The goal is for the 
‘Town to create and maintain 
a connected, well coordinated 
system of trails to serve the 
residents of the community. 
The RTC will undertake the 
following responsibilities.
